CONGRESS PLANS 
RIGID INQUIRY ON

| Survivors and Line Officials

NEW LAWS WILL. FOLLOW 


Legislation to Enforce Use of More 
Small Boats Proposed in 
Many Bills Offered. 


SEEK 10 SAFEGUARD WIRELESS 


Washington, D. C., April 17.—Congress 
acted swiftly today to determine who was to 
blame for the Titanic disaster and enact 
legislation to prevent similar disasters in the 
future. | 

The senate agreed to a resolution directing 
a thorough investigation by the commerce 
committee irfto the cause leading to the 
wreck, with particular reference to the in- 
adequacy of life boats. This resolution was 
presented by Senator Smith of Michigan 
and was passed by unanimous consent in one 
hour and twenty minutes. 

Representative Alexander of Missouri, 
chairman of the house committee on mer- 
chant marine and fisheries. announced today 
an investigation in which the survivors will 
be summoned to tell the facts concerning 
the inability of the steamship officials to 
save the lives of all the passenrers on the 
giant liner, 


Will summon Line Officials. 


The congressional investigations probably 
will result in the summoning of officials of 
the White Star line to state what precau- 
tions for safety are taken on the White Star 
liners. | 
“There could be no greater motive for 
stringent legislation than the fate of the 
host ef passengers whom the life boats of the 
Titanic could not carry to safety,” said Rep- 
resentative Alexander. There could be no 
more pungent illustration of the necessity of 
this legislation than is to be found in the 
stories survivors will be able to tell congress, 
of the scenes enacted? on thd Wreck if the 
three hours that passed between the collision 
with the iceberg and the plunge of the hulk te 
the bottom.” 

Revenue cutter officials in Washington be- 
lieve the disaster will result in insurance 
companies insisting upon steamships taking 
a more southerly course across the ocean.

Text of Smith Resolution. 


The Smith resolution of inquiry is sweep- 
ing in its provisions.

Resolved, That the committee on com- 
merce, or a subcommittee thereof, is 
hereby authorized and directed to inves- 
tigate the causes leading to the wreck of 
the White Star liner Titanic, with its at- 
tendant loss of life, so shocking to the 
civilized world. 

Resolved, Further, that said commit- 
tee or subcommittee is hereby empowe- |

The 282 cabin passengers whose names 
have not appeared in the lists sent ashore 
yesterday by wireless must probably be 
conceded as among the 1,312 lives which 
the collision is believed to have taken.

| Carpathia Mysteriously Silent, 
Though Besieged for News. 


EW YORK, April 17.—Beyond even 

V the mystery of how the Titanic met 
its fate another mystery forced it- 
self to the front last night. 

Although the rescue ship Carpathia was 
within the zone of wireless communica- 
tion for hours during the night and both shore 
stations and relaying ships were able to ob- 
tain from it long lists of survivors among 
the steerage passengers and to send and re- 
ceive numerous short messages from and 
) to private individuals, not a word of mat- 
ter descriptive of the manner in which the 
Titanic received its death blow or how those 
on board the doomed liner comported them- 
selves reached the shore.

The word of world-wide interest demanded 
of the Cunarder was that which would re- 
veal the long withheld secret of what took 
place om the Titanic decks when it became 
known that the fate of the giant liner was 
sealed. 

But that word was not spoken. From the 


Marconi offices word came that repeatedly, 
when the wireless working conditions were 
practically perfect, the Carpathia was asked 
to give some idea of what were the mo- 
mentous nappenings on the Titanic in the 
terrible three hours and fifty-five minutes 
between the time when it struck the leeberg 
off the banks’ and that of its fmal plunge to 
the bottom.

One explanation advanced was that the 
wireless operator of the Carpathia was ex- 
hausted as a result of his three days’ work 
at the key. But among the list of rescued 
on board the Carpathia is the second wiré 
less operator of the Titanic, who might have 
been counted upon to relieve the wearied 
sender of the Cunarder. 

A censorship appeared to exist on the Car- 
pathia which prevented any response to in- 
quiries of what had taken place after the 
Titanic struck the iceberg.

Cunard line, and the New York police. 

The plans provide for the fullest protec- 
tion of the survivors and their relatives from 
interference from curiosity seekers until 
they have left the Cunard pier.

CONGRESS SEEKS 


TO PLACE BLAME 
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‘SAYS LINERS LACK | 


Racine, Wis., Man 
Only One-Third Ocean Pas- 
sengers Are Provided For. 


CAPTAIN'S WAGES 
One First Cabin Fare of 81.25 
Will Pay for Large Share 
of Steamer’s Crew. 


Transatlantic liners carry boats and rafts 
sufficient to accommodate only 
of their full complements of passengers and 
crew in cage of disaster, according to Ralph 
W. Ashcroft of Racine, Wis., who has an 
acquaintance with more than a hundred 
transatlantic navigators. 

The British registry laws make N 
requirements for vessels up to 10,000 tons 
durden,“ Mr. Ashcroft said yesterday. The 
law makes no provision for vesdels above 
that size. The Titanic, with a tonnage of 
45,000 gross, was not required to carry any 
more boats than a vessel which would now- 
adays be called small. None of the big 
transatlantic liners carry lifeboats or life 
rafts sufficient to accommodate more than 
one-third of its complement of passengers 
and crew. Therefore, when sudden disaster 
overtakes the ship, as in the case of the 
Titanic, and it is necessary promptly to dis- 
embark the passengers and crew before the 
ship sinks, two-thirds of those on board 
must remain and go down with the ship. 


Small Pay for Officers. 

“The commander and officers of the great 
liners accept an enormous responsibility. 
What do you suppose they are paid? 

“For bringing the Lusitania-—a ship 
which cost $7,600,000—from IAverpool to 
New York, with her 2,000 to 3,000 passengers 
and crew, valuable cargo and mals, through 
fog and storm and calm, the captain and his 
six officers get the munificent sum of $00.42, | 
“ The captain gets $40.41. The chief office? 
gets $14.55, the first $12.18, the second 0. 0. 


fourth officer $6.47. Most of the officers in 
the Cunard service get less pay than the 
Laisitantia's officers. 


One Fare Pays Large Part of Crew. 

“The minimum fare that the Cunard line 
accepts from a saloon passenger on the Lusi- 
tania, which is about $125, not only pays the 
wages of the entire executive staff for the 
voyage but what is left pays the wages of 
two quartermasters, two firemen, and two 
stewards, with a couple of bellboys or a 
stewardess thrown in.“

Wants Hague Court to Act. 
New York, April 17.—[Special. I—“ With 
the laws of every nation at variance regard- 
ing the safety of passengers on steamships, 
I believe the proper solution ts to have The 
Hague tribunal take up the matter tmmedi- 
ately and adopt such regulations as would 
insure as near absolute safety as is possible 
and under which all steamship companies 
of every nation would be compelled to oper- 
ate. 

This view was expressed today by Charles 
Von Helmolt, general manager for Oelrichs 
& Co., general agents of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship company and formerly 
passenger director of the company at Bre- 
men. 

“It is a matter which demands interna- 
tional agreement, he added. Take for 
instance a company like the North German 
Lloyd. It must conform to the maritime 
laws and regulations of no less than four 
countries in carrying passengers between 
New York and Germany. 

“Certainly the safety of human life is 
of vastly more importance than the settlo- 
ment of sealing rights or of boundary dis- 
putes, which subjects were so 3 han- 
dled at the Dutch capital. 

The steamship companies, I know. would 
gladly codperate ta the fullest extent in car- 
rying out any idea or project which would 
make for greater safety at sea” 


Titanic Needed More Boats. 

LONDON, April 17.—The public has now 
begun to realize that lives have been sacri- 
ficed through an insufficiency of boats on the 
Titanic and a strong feeling Is developing 
that the government board of trade Has been 
greatly remiss in failing to provide regula- 
tions to meet modern requirements. 
The managing diréctor of.the Welin Davit 
and Engineering company has issued a state- 
ment that the Titanic carried fourteen life- 
boats and two cutters with an aggregate ca- 
pacity of 9,702 cubic feet, but was equipped 
with davits capable of handllug double or 
treble the number of boats carried.

Measures have been pending for some time in 
the house committee on merchant marine. 

Interference of amateurs and irresponsible 
operators with the anxiously awaited: mes- 
sages from the Carpathia and other ships 
will result in an attempt to secure immediate 
legislation regulating wireless operation.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 17.—{Special.]—P. 
A. B. Widener today sorrowfully announced 
that he had given up all hope of ever seeing 
his son, George D. Widener, again, feeling ad- 
solutely certain that the young millionaire 
went down with the Titanic in his effort te 
save the women aboard. : 

When asked if he didn’t feel assured that 
his son was safe so long as J. Bruce Ismay, 
president of the White Star company, had 
escaped, Mr. Widener remarked: 

‘‘Ismay, why Ismay saved himself. He 
will have to give an account to me if George 
does not turn up alive. Ismay is president 
of the White Star company and he gave an 
example of bravery and saved himself, 
Ismay is a brave man.” 

P. A. B. Widener is a director in the White 
Star company and is one of the main finan- 
cial supports of the International Merchant 
Marine company. 


Comment on Director’s Escape. 

New York, April 17.—Among the episodes 
of the wreck which engaged publi¢ interest 
was the escape of J. Bruce Ismay, the man- 
aging director of the line. No information 
has reached here as to how or why Mr. Ismay 
found a place in one of the Titanic’s boats. 
He is a man of 50. The White Star line Mon- 
day night communicated with Mr. Ismay on 
board the Carpathia.

Suffragets Say Weakest Have 
Right to Priority in a 
Great Crisis.

Mrs. Pankhurst Says Men on the 
Titanic Merely Followed 
Rule of the Sea. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

LONDON, April ¢7.—The opinions of prom- 
inent suffragets were asked today in regard 
to the chivalry of the men on the Titanic, in 
view of the contention of many of the leading 
militants that chivalry among men is dead. 

Annie Kenney, the organizing secretary of 
Woman's Social and Political union and one 
of the foremost suffragets next to Mrs. 
Emeline Pankhurst, admitted her admiration 


She added, however, that it was possible to 
place it on too high a plane. It was almost 
a natural law, she said, that women and 
children should be saved first, the children 
because childhood is sacred and the women 
because they are so necessary to the race 
that they cannot be spared. She went on to 
bay: 1 
“Women More Useful to Race.“ 

„At a crisis such as this it must be admitted 
that the lives of women are more useful to 
the race than the lives of men. It it is in- 
sisted that for the men to recognize and act 
on this view is chivalry it ls also the momen¢ 
to insist on the every day chivalry a women 
which goes on always and is usually not rec- 
ognized. 

Women cheerfully atar vo for their hus- 
bands and children and starving is much 
slower and more painful than drowning, Man 
is chivalrous at moments of a crisis, but in 
the aggregate the balance of chivalry is on 
the part of women.“ ‘ 

Miss Sylvia Pankhurat eald she did not 
want to minimize the gallantry displayed by 
the men on the Titanic, dut it must not be 
forgotten that it is the universal rule in cases 
of shipwreck that the women and children 
shal) be taken care of first. She added: 

“Mr. William T. Stead was one of our 
earliest and best supporters. We shal! sur- 
fer a great blow if,he hae perished.” 


Calle Chivalry Inconsistent. 

Another suffraget said she did not wish 
to be ungracious, but she thought it was the 
least men could do—let the women leave the 
ship ; 

ne * she sald, have to suffer so many 
disabilities throughout our lives that we may 
at least expect some advantages at such a 
crisis.“ 
Otder women made the point that a single 
instance under exceptional circumstances did 
not constitute chivalry. If they were con- 
sistently chivalrous the men would help the 
women’s movements, added these speakers.

LOSS OF TITANIC PREDICTED. 


Capt. Smith Declared to Friends He

NEWCASTLE, Eng., April 17.—A woman 
living here, whose husband is an officer on 
the White Star liner Irishman, tells an inci-

At 10 
o’clock the editor looked at his watch, and, 
rising from his seat, said:

Dr. F. N. Blackmarr 
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BODIES AT OCEAN’S BOTTOM. 


Professor of Physics Says Water Pres- 
sure Will Prevent Their Rising 
to the Surface. 


Baltimore, Md, April 17.—“ The bodies of 
the victims of the Titanic are at the bottom of 
the deep never to leave it, declared Prof. 
Robert W. Wood of the chair of experimental 
physics of Johns Hopkins university today. 

“It is unlikely that any of the corpses 
will ever return to the surface, as ie the case 
with bodies drowned in shallow water. 

At the depth of two miles the pressure 
of the water is something like 6,000 pounds 
to the square inch, which is far too great 
to be overcome by buoyancy ordinarily given 
drowned bodies by the gases generated in 
time. 

That the bodies sank to the bottom of the 
sea there is no question,“ he continued. The 
Titanic’s yictims who were not carried down 
with the boat followed until the very bottom 
of the sea was reached. There was no such

UNVEILED AT WASHINGTON. 


President Taft and Gen. Horace Por- 
ter Speak in Eulogy of Noted Hero 
of American Navy. 


Washington, D. C., April 17.—The statue 
of John Paul Jones, the first great comman- 
der of the American navy, intended to show 
him as he stood on the deck of the Bon 
Homme Richard in its fight with the Serapis 
off the coast of England more than 120 years 
ago, was unveiled here today with impressive 
ceremonies. 

President Taft and Gen. Horace Porter 
were the only speakers on the program.

ONE RECEIVED $686 WEEK. 


Bankrupt, Once a Social Light, 
Now in $8 Cottage; Says He 
Is Used as Goat.“ 


The bankruptcy proceedings against Ed win 
Dustin Ruggles, “ lovable Rug.“ former bro- 
ker in the Harris Trust building, who falled 
with $200,000 liabilities and no assets, took an 
unexpected gurn yesterday. Present indica- 
tions are that some of the promissory note 
creditors,’ who heretofore complained about 
being stung.“ will prefer a speedy and quiet 
adjudication of the bankrupt's estate. Others, 
many of them, were entirely innocent. 

Trustee William F. Zibell, appointed by the 
court to recover all available assets, has de- 
clareé his intention of making, these promis- 
sory pote creditors disgorge some of the 
“usutious profit and interest they have 
deen collecting from Ruggles. 

Eastman and White, lawyers representing 
the trustee, said they would have no difficulty 
in showing that certain promissory note cred- 
tors were copartners of Ruggles, claiming 
they represented the & Co.“ end of the firm, 
and Attorney Harry W. Meneley, persona! 
counsel! for the bankrupt, said that if any 
move was made to prove criminality against 
his client he would show that these same 
promissory note creditors were coconspira- 
tors. 


Collects $686 Weekly. 


Trustee Zibell was gstonished to learn 
from the records in his possession that one 
of the promissory note creditors alone was 
collecting $686 weekly as interest on his 
loan, or profit on the investment,“ as 

Ruggles was found in the woods last 
night. Woods is putting it mildly. He 
and his wife—these former lety sparklers 
—occupy a dilapidated five room frame house 
on the outskirts of Libertyville, at the edge 
of a dense forest, where the cowé graze on 
the sidewalk. It was learned that the house 
and grounds—seven acres—have been un- 
occupied for about a year, and that the rental 
is $8 per month. 

The old colonial furniture and bric-&-brac 
which dazzied their Highland Park friends 
hag been converted into cash, twenty chick- 
ens and a cow, and the couple is now ne- 
gotiating for a horse and wagon. About

Ruggles Milks the Cow. 


Ruggles has become quite proficient in the 
art of milking the cow, but as soon as his 
wife learns and knows how to cultivate vege- 
tables, she will sell the produce and the eggs, 
and Ruggles will come to Chicago and try to 
procure “auditing work.“ He acquired con- 
siderable experience while practicing on his 
own books 

Ruggles was found fn a red flannel shirt, 
corduroy trousers, and hunting boots. His 
wife wore a red wrapper. Instead of the old 
Turkish rug that formerly adorned their par- 
lor, thelr present front room is decorated 
with a common rag carpet rug, the kind that 
might de purchased in any department store 
at 30 cents per yard. The room was !{lhmi- 
nated with a kerosene lamp, as the house 
never knew the dazzling electric lights and 
the serviceable gas to which the Ruggleses 
had been accustomed.

Mexico City, April 17.~The- Mexican gov- 
ernment refuses to recognize the right of the 
American government to instruct it on ‘ite 
duties in its observance of tuternatlonal lew. 
The declaration is made in a statement by 
Minfbter of Foreign Affairs Calero today in 
reply to the demand of Assistant Secretary 
of State Huntingtcn Wilson. 


Challenges Right of U. 8. 

After setting forth at length the clauses 
of the Washington note, the minister con- 
tinued: 

In reply and vy express instructions of 
the president of the republic, I have the honer 
to say to your excellency: 

The Mexican government has a full con- 
eciousneay of its duties and neither by its 
acts nor by the manifestations of its func- 
tionaries has it given a reason to doubt the 
sincerity of its.determination to cause te be 
respected the generally accepted principles 
of international law and the rules whieh gov- 
7 the conduct of civilised nations. | 

“For these reasons the Mexican govern- 
ment finds itself in the painful necessity of 
not recognizing the right of your gevernment 
to make the admonition which the note con- 
tains, for the reason that it is not based on 
any incident that should be chargeable to the 
Mexican government and which could sig- 
nify that it might have departed from an ob- 
servance of the principles and practices of 
international law.

Roosevelt League Files Report c: Cost 
of Campaign in New York 


City. 


Albany. N. T., April 17.—[{Special.]—The 
expense of Theodore Roosevelt's campaign 
in New York City for delegates to the na- 
tional Republican convention is $59,125.75. 
according to the report of the Roosevelt 
league, which its treasurer, Elon Huntington 
Hooker, filed with the secretary of state to- 
day. George W. Perkins, Frank A. Munsey, 
and Alexander S. Cochran each contributed 
615000 toward the expense; Charles H. 
Duell, $1,000; E. H. Hooker, 31,000; A. 
Forbes Higgins, $1,000; George Baxter, $5,- 
000; Oscar Straus, $500; R. H. Perkins, $1,000; 
H. L. Stoddard, $2,500; H. L. Satterlee, $100. 
The league also received in small ana 
$750. 

Perkins and Munsey, prior to the prim- 
aries, contributed each $10,000, and evidently 
there was a deficiency, as on April 9 the 
league raised $12,500 more, Munsey and Per- 
kins each giving $5,000 and Stoddard $2,500. 
All the money was spent in office help and 
in small amounts for campaign purposes. 

Ogden L. Mills, treasurer of the New York 
county Republican committee, testified it 
received $5,565, all of which was contributed 
by the Taft National league.

PUT UP TO HOUSE 


Conference Committee Unable 
to Agree on Plan of Choosing 
United States Senator, 


STATE RIGHTS THE SNAG. 
Democrats Oppose the Bristow 
Amendment for Federal Con- 
trol of the Polls. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., April 17.~[Special.}— 


| The fate of the proposed amendment to the 


constitution providing for the direct election 
of senators will be determined by the house 
of representatives. 

The conference committee of the senate 
and house will report on Friday the impos- 
sidlity of any compromise upon the amend- 
ment offered by Senator Bristow of Kansas 
and “indorsed by Col. Roosevelt retaining 
within the control of the federal government 
supervision over election of members of the 
senate and the house. * 

The senate, by @ substantial vote, will re- 
fuse to recede from the Bristow amendment 
This will place upon the house the responsi- 
bility of saying whether or not the country 
shall have this much needed reform. If it 
refuse to concede then @irect elections will 
be postponed until another congress at least. 

This is a consummation which senators like 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, Smoot of Utah, 
Crane of Massachusetts, and Gallinger of 
New Hampshire are endeavoring to bring 
about. They do not want direct elections. 
They prefer the simpler method of election 
by the action of legisiatures which produced 
them and produced Lorimer. 


Case of Stephenson Oited. 

The Stephenson case’ afforded them and 
the men who entertain the same view the op- 

portunity of attacking direct electiona, and 
they are still calling attention to the fact 
that the senatorial election which resulted 
in Stephenson's acquisition or his seat In the 
senate cost the enormous eum of $800,000. 

Hereafter, under a corrupt practices act, 
largely Grafted by Senators Kenyon and 
Kern, no senator can expend more than $10,- 
@00 in securing his election. 

If the Bristow amendment should fan. ft is 
feared any corrupt practices act would de 
wwept away end that the Supreme court 
would hold future legislation of the same 
character unconstitutional. 


For the Bristow Amendment 

Under the circumstances, the progressive 
senators of both parties intend te stand by 
the Bristow amendment, which means they 
will be lined up with the standpatters, but 
for a different reason. The latter are hope- 
ful the Democrats of the house, in order to 
make political capital by apparently stand- 
ing up for the doctrine of state rights, will 
insist upon the rejection of the Bristow 
amendment. It is believed, however, these 
men will not be so foolish. They realise the

at D. A. R. Congress. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—[Special] 

—Delegates to the D. A. R. congress 

got so tangled up over the voting for 

vice presidents general today that a 

suggestion was made on the floor that 
the only way to bring order out of the chaos 
was to send up the police, and one daughter 
doubted if even that would have the desired 
result. 

Voting machines had been installed, as of- 
fering an improvement over the methods of 
last year when the election returns were not 
obtained for more than twenty-four hours after 
the polls closed. Announcement concerning the 
machines had been made from the platform and 
delegates were told that while it would be bet“ 
ter to vote by states, they might vote any time 
after the polls opened. 

Long before the polls opened Daughters be- 

gan gathering in the corridors outside the bal- 
loting place, the result being a jam. 
‘Mrs. Willlam Cummings Story of New York 
suggested that the trouble arose because the 
Daughters did not know what was expected of 
them and that the polls should be closed until 
the matter was made clear. The polls were 
closed, a strong voiced Daughter explained in de- 
tail, and then the jam dissolved. 

Nominations for two honorary vice presidents 
general and for ten vice presidents general and 
a magazine editor were made at the morning 
session.

A child shown to be merely 
backward is not classed with defectives. 

Dr. Oscar A. King declared physicians, edu- 
cators, and others, by the care they are taking 
of defectives, are increasing instead of dimin- 
ishing the number of feeble minded,

Advice About Ferms. 


“I saw in your corner that a reader said 
she. had trouble with a Boston fern. Now, I 
have a fern (one of the short, curly kind) 
which could not look prettier, I keep it in 
front of a window, where it gets the morning 
sun. Very few people know that a fern ought 
to stand on a soft surface. I have mine stand- 
ing on sand in a jardiniere much larger than 
the flower pot,.so that it gets plenty of air. 
Another mistake some peoplé make is that 
they water ferns too much, Every other day 
is sufficient, I often wait three or four days. 
A good dry-out won't hurt ferns. Take them

A Chicken Suggestion.

ROM time to time there come to me 
from various sources highly valued sug- 
gestions and stories of practical experi- 
ments in the home, As I am on the 
5 constant lookout for these, any that 

come in unexpectedly are highly appreciated. 

One such recently came to me with the ad- 
dition of a whole world of pleasant things

recipes which had been found of especial value.

“In this way,” she says, “my family is well 
nourished and also can have a variety of foods. 
I serve dried kidney beans, dried Lima beans, 
navy beans, and lentils all with olive oil, and 
my family enjoys them very much. My six 
foot son, who is 16 years old, makes a hearty 
meal on stewed lentils with olive oll dress- 
ing.“

“I prepare the chicken broth on Saturday 
evening, and make and cut the noodles, so there 
is not so much Sunday work to do.“ 

“Chicken Suggestion.—fecure a soup or 
stewing chicken. Remove the fat, clean. and 
wash, and cut as for frying. Place in a ket- 
tle and cover well with hot water —not boiling 
—and let simmer till tender, but not broken 
to pleces. Remove the chicken, let the broth 
cool, and remove the grease. Make a batch of 
noodles, using one egg. Place the broth on 
the fire, add soup greens, carrots, and season- 
ing. When the carrots are tender, add the 
noodles, and boil until they float lightly on 
top. Serve at once.

“Season the chicken with salt and pepper 
and cover with flour. Fry in chicken fat and 
lard. When brown, remove from the pan, or, 
if not quite tender, add a little of the plain 
chicken broth—reserve a cup and a half of 
that before putting it on for soup—and allow 
the chicken to simmer until tender. Then re- 
move from the pan and add the remaining. 
broth and milk, and thicken with flour and 
water. 

“The soup, fried chicken, mashed potatoes, 
and milk gravy, with salad and dessert, make 
a fine Sunday dinner for five. There was 
enough of the chicken left er. to make a 
chicken pie for Monday's din „The chicken 
cost 72 cents and weighed f “and one-half 
pounds. From it I rendered enough fat to use 
for frying chicken and potatoes to make a 
plain cake and several batches of muffins. I 
always use duck and chicken fat and find them 
as good or better than butter for the above 
purposes.

Miss Julia C. Lathrop of Chi- 
cago Made Chief of New 
Federal Department. 


NOTED FOR UPLIFT WORK. 


Reform Organizations of 
Many Large Cities. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., April 17.—[S8pecial.)— 


Mies Julia C. Lathrop of Chicago. now and 


for.many years a colleague of Jane Addams 
in the work of Hull house. Chicago has been 
appointed chief of the recently created chil- 


dren's bureau of the national government. 


The nomination was sent to the segate today 
by President Taft. 
Miss Lathrop is the first woman ever se- 


lected to direct a bureau of the federal gov- 


ernment. Moreover, to. her will be commit- 
ted the foundation and development of the 
activities which the national government is 
about to undertake to further the welfare of 
children. 


Favored by Social Reformers. 

It is expecied she will build up an insti- 
tution which will de an important branch 
of the government service in the investiga- 
tion of conditions of child life and in co- 
relating and accelerating the activities of 
individual states in «bettering such condi- 
tions. * 

The appointment of Miss Lathrop was 
arged upon President Taft by social reform 
Organizations not only in Chicago but in 
other parts.of the country. He was in- 
formed that she has made a specialty of 
the study of child life and its amelioration 
in connection with settlement work and that 
she hag been prominent in the movement 
which resulted in the enactment of child la- 
bor legislation in Illinois. 


Scope of the Department. 

The same organizations which indorsed 
Miss Lathrop brought about the creation 
of the children's bureau by congress. 

The act, which was signed by the president 
a few weeks ago, provides that the bureau 
shall investigate and report conclusions con- 
cerning all ques¢ions pertaining to the wel- 
fare of children and to child life, particularly 
orphanage, infant mortality, juvenile crime 
and correction, birth rate, child desertion, 
child labor; dangerous occupations, diseases 
and accidents, and legislation by individual 
states. 

The salary of the chief of the bureau 18 
fixed at $5,000 a year. The additional force 
consists of an assistant chief, statistical ex- 
pert, two special agents, and seven clerks. 


Declines to Discuss Plans. 

Miss Julia Lathrop, when asked last night 
to outline her plans for conducting the new 
federal children's bureau, of which she has 
just been made the chief, said: 

I have not been officially notified yet, and 
so it would be inappropriate for me to be con- 
sidering plans for the conduct of the work. 

Miss Lathrop was a member of the state 
board of .charities for eleven years, during 
the period when it acted as one of the in- 
fluences which brought about the Juvenile 
court law. She is a member of various 
woman’s clubs and is the president of the 
Mental Hygienic club. She is a native of 
Rockford, III.

‘Donor of Trophy Makes 


SCHEDULES OUT. 


BOAT VICTOR 70 
Ofer to 
Winner of the Title. 


| Organization to Promote Naval Page- 
ant to Be Ineorporated. 


. BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 
The owner of the winning craft in the 
American speed boat championships to be 
run in August in connection with naval pa- 
geant week will receive a $500 replica of the 
$5,000 challenge trophy Gang ted as first prize 
by William Wrigley Jr. 

Announcement of the additional award, 
which is claimed to be the first ever made 
for a similar event, was sprung upon members of 
the pageant executive committee at a meeting yes- 
terday at St. Hubert's grill. Mr. Wrigley, who 
attended the meeting to assist the committee in 
choosing a design for his trophy, was struck 
by the fact that under the deed of gift the trophy 
goes to the club under the colors of which the 
winning boat is entered, instead of to the owner 
of the craft. Therefore he decided to take care 
of the winners for all time by agreeing to add a 
clause providing for a $500 silver miniature which 
ig to become the absolute property of the succeas- 
ful owner in each renewal of the annual contest. 


Value of Trophy 822,000. 


This means that $17,000 has been added tothe 
origina] cup fund of $5,000. rasing the total value 
of the trophy to 322 000. and making it the most 
valuable perpetual award ever hung up for a sport- 
ing event. That the award will be perpetuated 
is evidenced by the fact that Mr. Wrigley will 
provide in his Will for an endowment fund of 
$17,000, the annual interest from which will take 
care of the $500 replicas. 

Cash prizes for the championships were ar- 
ranged at the meeting The prizes total $4,700 
and probably will be increased before the races 
are held. The winner of the forty foot echampion- 
ship will receive in addition to the Wrigley cup 
$1,500, while the second money will be $500. The 
winner of the thirty-two foot championship ts to 
receive $1,000, and the second will get $500. In 
the twenty-six foot class the winner will receive 
$500 and the second boat §250 In the twenty foot 
class $500 will go to the successful craft, while 
$150 will be given to the second boat. 


Beifeld Also Gives Prize. 


Offer of an additional cup to the seven already 
announeed was made by Joseph Belfeld, who hung 
up a $500 trophy to be known as the Hotel Sher- 
man cup. Formation of the Associated Yacht and

_. PRICE OF FLIES. 

HE Cleveland citizens’ committee 

of fifty-five will pay for dead flies 

during the two weeks ftom April 

22 to May 6. The market will 

open at 10 cents a hundred. If the 
supply is in excess of the demand the 
price will drop, but the committee has 
decided that it will not be allowed to go 
below 10 cents a quart. 

By this limitation the artistic fly swat- 
ter is guaranteed a profitable market, 
while 10 cents a hundred as the top limit 
will make it impossible for a Napoleon of 
fly finance to fill the cold storage ware- 
houses with flies and ever afterward have 
champagne for breakfast. As it takes 
10,000 flies to make a quart, the price per 
quart will range from 10 cents to 810. 
A similar range in Standard Oil within 
two weeks would set the country by the 
ears. The Cleveland plan gives the 
gambler chance enough, and the rights of 
the consumer and producer are safe- 
guarded. 

In Washington the price of 10 cents a 
quart was established two years ago, but 
that was a September price. One female 
Crawling out of a warm corner in the 
month of April will start a family tree 
which, without casualties, would have a 
September membership of three trilfions. 

A decrease in the price of flies from $10 
a quart, the April figure, to 10 cents, the 
September figure, may seem great, but 
we must remember that the supply may 
have increased three trillion times. 

The chamber of commerce is to furnish 

fly traps to go on garbage cans only. The 
theory is that Cleveland, being an auto- 
mobile town, its stables are not good 
hunting grounds. In Chicago, with a 
Supreme court who think flies of no con- 
sequence, with no proper manure laws, 
and with 80,000 horses, a fly hunter's 
league would make more money trapping 
in mature boxes. As a further consider- 
ation, it may be that, in Cleveland, flies 
in the house are bad form—something of 
a disgrace, like lice—something of a re- 
flection on the housewife, like bedbugs—- 
and therefore they trap only at the gar- 
bage cans. 

I am glad to see this fly swatting busi- 
ners get organized. I hope some philanthro- 
pist will rise to thoroughly develop it. Iam 
also glad that, in so far as ft has gone, 
it is on business principles When 10 
cents a quart is the September price, 2 
cents a hundred in April is about right.

J. K. M. writes: Will you Kindly state the 
probable cause of scarlet fever in the fol- 
lowing case? Was the fault in the disinfec- 
tion or was the clothing reinfected by the

patient, who might have been a scarlet fever 
‘carrier?’ A little child of my neighbor last 
fall had scarlet fever, the only case in our 
region, The house after a few weeks was 
thoroughly fumigated with permanganate 
of potash and formaldehyde, following the 
instructions of the state board of health. 
Eight or ten weeks afterward a young man 
got some of his clothing that had been in the 
house during the iliness. In seven days his 
roommate fell sick with the disease. The 
clothing had been thoroughly fumigated, 6f 
course. But there is no possible explanation 
for the second case of fever, it seems to me. 
except that the clothing carried the germs. 
How long may a patient be a carrier ot᷑ the 
germs>of scarlet fever?’ 


REPLY. 

A person with boggy tonsils or an ear discharge 
can remain infectious for more than ten weeks. 
The probable explanation is that the young man 
came in contact with the recovered patient, or 
with some one who had a discharging ear nose, 
or throat. I can scarcely conceive of fumigated 
clothes, kept for ten weeks after fumigating, still 
being infectious.

RECORDS ARE LACKING. 

C. C. P. writes: Recently a schoo! teacher 
of my home city died from appéndicitis. She 
had Bright's isease, and appendicitis 
seemed to makd her kidneys stop entirely. 
Her physician said that women school 
teachers are especially prone to constipation, 
because they habitually neglect nature's 
calls. and that, in consequence of their con- 
stipation, by far the large majority have 
Bright's disease.” 


REPLY. 

There are no occupation mortality statistics 
in the United States of much value. Therefore 
nobody knows just what is the Bright’s disease 
death rate among teachers. There is no way of 
telling just how many teachers have Bright's 
disease, because of lack of records. 

On the general proposition of constipation as a 
cause of Bright's disease, however, there is a 
good deal of literature. Metgschnikoff’s idea of the 
cause of premature old age, of which Bright's 
disease Is one expression, is that it is due to in- 
testinal putrefactions, such as occur in consti- 
pation. 

I think the belief ie pretty general that con- 
stipation ig one of the causes of chronic Bright's 
disease.

N. R. M. writes: Will you kindly tell me 
what causes too much acid in the stomach? 
At times I have no trouble that way, and 
again I am bothered with indigestion from 
it, and have an acid mouth. Fruit seems 
to occasion it in my case, but it appears 
sometimes with no apparent cause.

MPEROR WILLIAM is gradually de- 

veloping a more friendly attitude to- 

ward his cousins, the three sons of 

the late Prince Albert, who died as 

sovereign regent of the duchy of 
Brunswick. 

He did not like 4 any of them. The best one 
of the lot was the youngest, who was not only 
permitted to retain his commission in the 
army and all his military distinctions, but 
had intrusted to him the administration of 
the colossal fortune which had been be- 
queathed to the three primces by their 
parents. Their mother was a scion of the 
extremely rich house of Saxe-Altenburg.

The eldest of the three princes, Frederick 
Henry by name, now about 0 years of age 
and colossally tall, became involved in such 
unsavory scandals that, on the report of the 
colonel commanding his regiment, he was 
compelled to hand in the resignation of his 
commission. 

Now, for a German prince of the blood to be 
without a commission is a frightful dis- 
grace. About a year ago it was announced 
that he was traveling in southern Italy with 
a couple of Jesuit priests. 

The members of this order are celebrated 
all over the world for their skill in the rescue 
of men, especially in the higher class of so- 
ciety, who have gone wholly astray. 

The reverend fathers have certainly under- 
taken an extremely difficult task in en- 
deavoring to rehabilitate this royal prince 
who has even been deprived of his title as 
a prince of Prussia, and they will certainly 
deserve no small credit and the profound 
gratitude and good will of all the members 
of the reigning house of Hohenzollern if they 
succeed in their task.

The second brother is perhaps the most 
gifted of all three. He was christened 
Joachim Albert, and is about 36 yearsof age. 
His quarrel! with the kaiser, with his military 
superiors, and with all his relatives has been 
owing to a mesalliance, under rather strange 
circumstances. It is an episode which has 
been portrayed in the comic papers and on 
the opera bouffe stage. 

Prince Joachim Albert is now staying at 
Marienbad under the name of Count 
Hohenstein. His wife, who, he insists, is 
his morganatic consort, is Baroness Marie 
von Liebenberg, formerly known as Marie 
Sulzer, a favorite of the music hall stage at 
Berlin. 

For her sake he is an exile from the land of 
his birth and shorn of his prerogatives as a 
prince of the blood. Germany's diplomatic 
representatives have been directed to pre- 
vent at the various courts to which they are 
accredited his recognition, as well as that 
of his eldest brother, Frederick Henry, asa 
Prussian prince.

There is a curlous story connected with 
Prince Joachim's marriagt. His father gave 
Joachim to understand that he had made a 
will which directed that if he married an 


} actress or any woman not of noble rank, he 


would be deprived of nine-tenths of his share 
of the estate. But the will neglected to pro- 
vide that this disinheriting clause should 
create a trust fund of his share, the trust to 
remain permanently operative after the 
testator’s death and the division of the estate. 

The consequence was that, when nt long 
afterwards tue old prince died suddenly, and 
the executors attempted to withhoid nine- 
tenths of Joachim's share of the fortune, he 
at once commenced legal proceedings to ex- 
act his entire share and won his case. 

‘When Joachim Albert thereupon still 

defied the kaiser by marrying the 

ress he found himself at once subjected 

o the same penalties as those inflicted on his 
rother, Prince Frederick Henry. 

The only part of. the punishment which 
Joachim really feels at all is his exile from 
Prussia-—the part that lies outside the 
capital, for he enjoys himself much more 
when traveling about incognito with im- 
mense wealth at his disposal in the company 
of his pretty actress wife than making, his. 
headquarters at ** court ot Berlin and being

generally subject to the somewhat stern dis- 
cipline of his by no means easy going cousin, 
Emperor William.

I have mentioned that he goes by the name 
of Count Hohenstein—it is one of the titles 
belonging to his family—but not the queer 
arrangement by which his wife came to be 
Baroness von Liebenberg. 

It seems that as old Regent Albert ap- 
peared to be taking a long time in dying, 
Joachim and his fiancée became impatient 
and wished to be married without further 
delay. But that clause in the will forbidding 
him to marry any woman but one of rank 
stood in the way. 

Accordingly Marie Sulzer left the stage and 
a penniless Austrian nobleman was found 
of the name of Baron Victor von Liebenberg, 
who undertook for a substantial considera- 
tion to wet Marie Sulzer in London and to 
leave her at the church door, afterwards 
getting a divorce, 

This marriage would give her a nobiliary 
status,-so that the clause in the will forbid- 
ding Joachim to marry other than a noble- 
woman would be circumvented.

The marriage of Baron Victor von Lieben- 
berg to Marie Sulzer took place in London, as 
arranged, and they left each other within an 
hour after the wedding ceremony. But be- 
fore the @ivorce proceedings could be com- 
pleted the kaiser interfered, and, taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that Baroness von Lieben- 
berg had forfeited her nationality by marry- 
ing a foreigner, ordered her deportation as 
an objectionable alien, and sent Joachim to 
Germany’s African colonies on military duty. 
But the prince did not remain there long. 
As soon as the Baroness von nee 
divorce proceedings were completed he re- 
joined her tn Europe and they were married. 

Since then Prince Joachim Albert has been 
living quietly in Austria, and it is now re- 
ported that he is planning a tour for his wife 
and himself in this country. 

The baroness is one of the most famous 
Berlin café chantant singers and a pretty 
woman. 

Prince Joachim Albert is a clever com- 
poser, pianist, and especially one of the 
finest violinists in Europe.

Peter W. Collins, general secretary of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, has resigned his office to fight so- 
cialism. In a letter to organized labor he 
states that socialistic propaganda is making 
dangerous inroads into the trade union move- 
mént.

The 
headquarters of both are in Springfield, Lil. 


Collins Faction Upheld. 
The American Federation of Labor has rec- 


ognized the McNulty-Collins faction as the 


legitimate organization. It classes the Reid- 
Murphy men as seceders“ The fight has 
included all kinds of warfare, from common 
street slugging to a suit in the Ohio Supreme 
court, where the McNulty-Collins faction re- 
ceived a favorable decision. 

“I have always felt it my duty as a trade 
unionist to use my best efforts against so- 
cialism,"’ the Collins letter says. I shall 
cevote my future to meeting the workers of 
the country and showing to them the menace 
of socialism and its un-American, anti-Chris- 
tian, and-anti-trade union policies.

Adolph J. Lichtstern yesterday evening had 
not yet succeeded in obtaining an injunction 
restraining the J. Rosenbaum Grain company 
from storing grain in their six public ele- 
vators. Judge Scanlan during the morning 
refused to hear the case. No other judge 
was agreed upon between the opposing at- 
torneys, but it is believed a judge will be 
selected today. 

There was a lively interchange of shots 
between attorneys before Judge Scanlan. 

“ This is a case that is very urgent: a matter 
of emergency. said Henry 8. Robbins, repre- 
senting Mr. Lichtstern. 

Pardon me,” interrupted Attorney Levy 
Mayer,counsel for Mr. Rosenbaum; “ the only 
emergency to this is that a stock gambler, 
the complainant, is running a corner on the 
board of trade——”’ 

“That is not true,” retorted Mr. Robbins, 

“ Every allegation made in the bil! of this 
complaint is false and we will show it by 
oral testimony,” continued Mr. Mayer. We 
will show your client is trying to runa 
gambling corner and prevent these elevators 


from getting wheat delivered to him. Ihave 


in my pocket a rule drawn by Attorney Rob- 
bins himself for the board of trade, under 
which we now are operating, and now he has 
turned around and attacked the validity of 
the rule he himself drew.“ 


Lichtstern, who is said to be trying to corner 
May wheat, is successful in his injunction 
proceedings against the elevator men he will 
keep thousands of bushels of grain out of 
Chicago warehouses. Such a condition, they 
say, would help a program to corner the 
market.

It was because of a short- 
age of $2,876 in his accounts.

He 
had occupied his residence at 244 South Clin- 
ton street for twenty years, and was known 
throughout the village. He is 62 years old 
and the entanglements on his books are 
charged to old age, and to the possibile effect 
upon his mind of the dong ilinese of his wife, 
who died in December. 


Auditor Finds Shortage. 
His term as treasurer was to expire on 


Jan. 1 and the church trustees employed an 
@uditor to go over his books The examina- 


tion showed that receipts had not been en- 
tered at the time they were received and that 
later they were credited after other receipts 
had come in. The amounts were small, most 
of them ranged from §2 to $10. 
After a conference of the trustees they 
called a meeting to which a large number of 
the leading members of the congregation 
Were present. The unanimous decision was 
to hush up the possible scandal and to make 
good the losses of the treasury. A subscrip- 
tion list was begun with contributions of 6100 
and in a short time the entire $2,876 had been 
raised and returned to the treasury. 


Pastor Refuses to Talk. 
Following this action, Mr. Haven closed hig 
residence and recently has been seen but in- 
frequently in Oak Park. The minister of the 
church, the Rev. D. T. Denman, last evening 
refused to discuss the case.
